My  Dear  Sir:- 

I  have  been  very  much  interested  in  your  Toroadsides 
Lincoln  Lore.  Jot  many  years  I  have  Toeen  interested  in  knov/ing  the 
Lincoln  lineage,   especially  as  to  the  Hanks  family,  and  have  given 
considerable  time  in  looking  into  the  matter.  I  have  read  all  of  Dr. 
Barton's  books  on  the  subject*  Have  compared  his  statements  with  others 
and  I  am  convinced  now  that  he  is  somewhat  in  error  as  to  some  things 
he  sa3'-3  about  it. 

No  one,   so  far  as  I  know,  has  ever  traced  the  Hanks  family  history  in 
this  (Decatur  County, Indiana) ,   except  my  self. 

Being  a  descendent  of  the  Hanks  fpmily  myself,  naturally  I  have  been 
interested  in  it. 

I  have  seen  no  statement  in  all  the  writings  of  different  persons 
of  what  became  of  Jacob  Robbins,  who  married  Nanc3r  Hanks,  or  of  William 
Hanks,  the  grandson  of  Joseph  Hanks  though  his  son  William. 

I  was  very  much  pleased  to  see  in  your  nuraMtber  55  of  Lincoln  Lore 
of  April  28  you  mention  Jacob  Robbins,  who  married  ITancy  HarJis ,K daughter 
of  William  Hanks.  Your  statement  is  correct. 

This  Jacob  Robbins  and  Willia.m  Hanks,  the  second,  both  came  to 
Decatur  County,   Indiana.  William  is  b\?.ried  in  an  unmarked  grave  in  this 
county.  Jacob  Robbins,   in  his  old  age  went  to  Scott  County,  Indiana, 
where  he  had  lived  in  his  younger  years,  and  is  believed  to  be  buried 
there. 

The  Robbins  and  Hanks  families  are  very  much  related  and  intermarried- 
from  the  Time  of  Jacob  '^n  down,  as  records  here  show* 

All  came  to  this  county  from  Hardin  and  adjacent  counties  in  Kentucky. 

Jacob  Robbins  was  a  son  of  William  Robbins  of  Virginia^  Jacob  is  also 
believed  to  have  been  born  in  Virginia.  Jacob  had  several  brothers,  among 
them  Abel,  Aaron,  Philip,  William,  Absolom  and  James,  and  some  sisters. 
Jacob  Robbins  came  to  this  county  in  1828,  but  for  a  time  prior  thereto 
had  lived  in  Scott  County,  Indiana.  He  lived  in  this  county  until  about 
1853  when  he  returned  to  Scott  County.  There  is  no  record  that  this  Jacob 
Robbins  entered  land  in  this  county,  but  his  son  Jacob  Robbins  did  enter 
land,  as  shown  in  attached  memoranda.  The  second  Jacob  Robbins  lived  in 
this  counter  until  1852  when  he  sold  out  and  moved  to  Oregon. 

William  Hanks  did  not  come  to  this  county  until  after  some  of  his 
family  had  come.  Some  say  he  came  about  1844.  He  bought  several  different 
tracts  of  land  and  died  about  the  latter  part  of  the  fiftys.  His  wife 
was  named  llizabeth,  but  I  have  not  so  far  been  able  to  get  her  maiden 
name,  but  will  get  it  sometime* 

William.  Kad  several  children,  among  them  William,  James  and  Jemima* 
His  children  began  to  marry  into  the  bobbins  family  again,     James  Hanks 
married  Charity  Robbins  and  Jemima  Hanks  marrying  Absolem  Robbins,  the 
second,  my  great  grandfather. 

I  am  herewith  enclosing  some  data  or  memoranda  of  marriages,  land 
entries  and  conveyances,  sho\7ing  the  close  relation  of  the  Robbins  and 
Hanks  family  of  this  county.

I  have  a  short  history  of  the  RolDblns  family  of  this  county,  written 
by  William  J*,  bobbins  about  ten  years  ago,   shortly  before  his  death,  in 
which  William  I*,  bobbins  makes  the  statement  that  Nancy  Hanks  Bobbins 
was  an  own  cousin  to  Abraham  Lincoln* 

If  he  is  correct  in  his  statement  then  old  William  Hanks  who 

married  Elizabeth  Hall, and  3Jancy  Hanks,  the  mother  of  Abraham  Lincoln 
must  have  been  brothers  and  sistersj  and  not  Lucy  Hanks  as  the  mother 
¥^:n&y  Hanks  mother  of  Lincoln* 

So  ma,ny  of  the  Bobbins  of  this  county  are  related  to  the  HanJcs  family 
in  two  different  wajrs*  Some  through  the  marriage  of  Nancy  and  Jacob 
Robbins  and  some  through  the  marriages  of  William  Hank's  children  with 
Robbins'es« 

I  am  preparing  a  paper  on  the  Kobbins  and  Hanks  famil;ies.^  zo  be  read 
at  our  family  re-union  next  August,  and  I  will  keep  a  copy  of  it  and 
send  it  to  you  at  that  time* 


P.  S.  In  1841  James  Hanks,  son  of  William,  died  in  this  county. 

Nathaniel  bobbins  was  his  administrator.  In  order  to  more  fully 
show  the  connection  of  the  bobbins  and  Hanks  family  I  herewith 
send  you  the  sale  bill  of  hiB  estate  that  you  may  see  who 
were  the  purchasers  of  property  at  the  sale.  After  looking  it 
over  I  would  be  glad  if  you  would  return  it  to  me. 

In  1856  James  Hanks  had  a  son  William  who  died.  This 
William  died  with  out  issue.  Jacob  J.  Robbins  was  administrator 
of  his  estate.  His  estate  was  divided,  going  to  his  mother 
Charity  and  his  sisters  Jemima,  Mahala  and  llizabeth. 


The  Hanks  name  has  died  out  in  this  county  and  there  is  no 
one  now  bearing  the  name  of  Hanks  in  the  county.  But  there  are 
many  families  related  to  them.
